5 P. M., ending in a complete defeat, or 
rather annihilation, of the red warriors. 
Eighty-one buck . Indiang, and forty-one 
squaws, were left dead upon the field, and 
only fifteen escaped. Of the whites, one 
man was killed and seven wounded—two, it 
is supposed, mortally, Maj. Smith received | 
fined tu his bed. The Indian chief, called | 
“Smoke Creck Jim,” was killed. The In- 
Piutes, Bannocks and Pitt Rivers. The sol- , 
diers had orders not to kill-the squaws, but 
during the fight it was impossible to distin- 
guish them from the bucks, 75 head ‘of | 
horses wore captured from the indians, and 
about five tons of dricd beef. 

Ths citizens who.accompanied the expe- | 
dition state that Maj. Smith led the attack 
in person, and that) he, as Well as every 
member in the Company, .done some tall 
fighting.
